"Nes I Saw It 


The Bishops’ Council was opened by 


our esteemed General Overseer on . 


Wednesday morning, August 29, at 
nine o’clock, in the Church of God 
Bible School auditorium at Sevier- 
ville, Tennessee. There were 608 
bishops present, the largest crowd of 
bishops ever together in the history 
of the Church of God. They were there 
from all parts of the United States 
and six foreign countries. We met in 
the usual way, with handshakes and 
“God bless you.” I have been attend- 
ing the General Assembly for many 
years and, to me, this was a great 
one. 

The recommendations from the Su- 
preme Council to the bishops were re- 
ceived and were discussed at length 
both pro and con and agreements 
reached until we came to the jewelry 
question, which read as follows: “It 
is’ the opinion of the Supreme Council 
that the ruling on the wearing of un- 
necessary jewelry includes wedding 
rings. We further believe that wearing 
gold wrist watch bands, chains, and 
tie clasps by ministers is contrary to 
the spirit and intent of the rule.” 
This was discussed for hours. At last 
the first part of the measure against 
women wearing wedding rings was 
adopted, but the rest of the measure 
came to a solid deadlock, and it seemed 
that nothing else could be said or done 
to cause us to agree. It seemed that 
the majority were not willing to set 
an example. But at last Brother Jer- 
nigan stated, “Brethren, now is the 
time we need God to help us,” he 
called the bishops to prayer. We all 
bowed before God for help, and I be- 
lieve all the brethren wanted the right 
thing. The blessed Holy Ghost was 
poured out upon that great crowd of 
bishops and God gave a message in 
tongues and the interpretation, telling 
us that He had given us His Word to 
guide us, therefore hearken unto it. 
We needed no more ruling. The band 
of bishops went to tears and raised 
their hands and thanked God. It was 
then easy to reach an agreement. The 
measure that was passed was with- 
drawn and the teaching in the Min- 
utes stands as it was. At that time 
the writer felt the moving of the Holy 
Ghost, so he arose and suggested that 
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we ministers set an example. He asked 
that every bishop who was willing to 
pull off his tie clasp and gold chain 
come forward and lay them on the 
Bible to be sold and the contents put 
into the mission cause. The power of 
God fell and over one hundred and 
fifty bishops came shouting and cry- 
ing, some speaking in tongues. I have 
never experienced such a _ glorious 
time. I believe we will have no more 
trouble with our Church members 
wearing rings and jewelry, if the 
preachers will set the example before 
them; but he need not ask the women 
to lay off their wedding rings as long 
as the minister stands before them and 
thrashes them about rings and pins 
and we with our big gold watch chains 
and tie clasps shining like new moons. I 
think all our preachers should rid 
themselves first, then our members 
will follow. The preacher who is not 
willing to set an example should not 
ask others to do something he is not 
willing to do himself. I believe if all 


our preachers could have been in this 
service and seen the way the Holy 
Ghost witnessed, we would lay them 
all aside. I think the time has come 
that every good, Holy Ghost filled sis- 
ter should become willing to lay aside 
her rings and unnecessary jewelry for 
the glory of God, not because we have 
to have a ruling to make them do it, 
but because they love God and are 
willing to do it to His glory. After God 
poured out the Holy Ghost and wit- 
nessed so sweetly, I have never seen 
such unity and love as did prevail. 

Sunday it seemed as though we were 
in a new world. We can and will have 
just such unity in the churches at 
large when each of us become willing 
to submit to God and His Word. I am 
praying for the time when every 
member and minister will lay aside 
every worldly thing that would hinder 
the unity of God’s Church. 

[et us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peace. I am 
wholly convinced that every preacher 
should discourage the wearing of 
jewelry and rings. Neither do I believe 
that we should take any more into the 
Church who are not willing to lay 
them aside. Yet we should deal with 
them with the greatest of caution and 
love. First, set the example ourselves 
and it will be easy for others to follow. 








Lot's CNarrow Escape a (Warning to Us

The two angels announced the pur- 
pose of their errand to Lot: “We will 
destroy this place.” In vain he tried to 
persuade his sons-in-law to flee, but 
he had lived so long as they did that 
his testimony lacked power. Though 
he had prepared to leave, Lot’s heart 
had become so rooted in Sodom that 
the angels almost had to drag him 
out. Only by God’s mercy was he 
saved from the flames. 

As we leave Lot, dear ones, may 
there ring in our ears this warning: 
The easiest way to live a Christian 
life is to live it one hundred per cent, 
for we shall have a serious time if we 
put God second instead of first in our 
lives. 

Fire from heaven turned Sodom 
and Gomorrah into a mass of flames, 
and today the Dead Sea marks the 
place where they once stood. This 
great scar in the Holy Land speaks of 
two things. First, of the holiness of 
God. The holiness of God is that 
something in Him that constrains 


Him to hate, fight against, and 
punish sin. Most false cults dwell a 
great deal on the loving fatherhood of 
God, but ignore His judgment of sin. 
True, God is compassionate and mer- 
ciful, but back of that love is 
holiness, which constrains Him to 
deal definitely with sin, either in de- 
livering us from it or punishing it. O 
dear ones, I’m glad tonight that we 
have a great God that is able and 
willing to deliver us from it, if we will 
let Him. Praise His name! 

Second, of the punishment of sin. 
God has planned this universe in 
such a way that whatsoever men and 
nations sow that they also reap. May 
I ask here, What led to the corruption 
of the people of Sodom? Pride and 
fulness of bread and idleness. Read 
Ezek. 16:49. In other words, corrup- 
tion resulted from easy circumstances 
and the lack of pure and practical re- 
ligion. Thank God, He is a practical 
God and He knows our frame, so no

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The Atomic Bomb 
Writers of many Church and re- 
ligious magazines and periodicals all 
agree that the atomic bomb is a fuller 
revelation of the almightiness of God, 
and that it is within itself significant 


of prophetic trends. Some hold that 
until the atomic bomb was discovered 
it was impossible for man to extermi- 
nate himself, but now hold that 
such is possible with the presence of 
the atomic bomb. Though Germany 
was hard at work to produce the 
atomic bomb, it is claimed that the 
United States and Britain will ever be 
charged with having developed this 
weapon, as to responsibility for its 
misuses. The knowledge of scientists 
is particularly advanced with the dis- 
covery of the atomic bomb. It was 
known, however, that in the discovery 
of electricity, with all its allied in- 
ventions, and other kindred dis- 
coveries of powerful elements, that 
every particular part of the universe 
is charged with power. This power is 
a revelation of the creative ingenuity 
of God commonly referred to as the 
omniscience of God. The outstanding 
characteristic of the whole enigma is 
life in diversified form. What may, be- 
cause of its potency, be wrongly used 
for destructive purposes, was, in its 
original form, a part of the great life- 
sustaining elements of a natural and 
material creation. The power of these 
life-sustaining elements are revealed 
in contrasted form of destruction. 
What has become powerful to destroy 
is potentially powerful to maintain 
life in a material way, though not 
known in the same proportion, as with 
silence these combined elements are 
at work in throwing off life to main- 
tain a material universe of which they 
are an integral part. The whole uni- 
verse revels in power and luxury, so 
far as God is concerned; and the more 
we know about it, the more we feel 
constrained to glorify God for His in- 
comparable wisdom and power of cre- 
ation. —O— 


Palestine Riches 
LONDON—Construction of a new 
“Suez Canal” and inland waterway, 
linking the port of Acre in Northern 
Palestine with the Gulf of Akaba, the 
northeastern arm of the Red Sea, is 
now being planned by Great Britain, 
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according to the London Daily Sketch. 

The proposed canal would be about 
two hundred miles long and would 
open the Dead Sea for the first time 
in history. It would be one hundred 
miles longer than the Suez Canal and 
one hundred and fifty miles longer 
than the Panama Canal, the paper re- 
ports.—The New Palestine.

Sodom Repeated 

Editor of the Midnight Cry, writing 
under the above caption stated that, 

“The Chicago Tribune (Aug. 17 and 
18) reveals the increase in sex crimes 
in the Chicago area to have become so 
alarming that the State’s attorney 
has pledged all the strength and re- 
sources of his office in the prosecu- 
tion of the offenders in an effort to 
lessen these shocking crimes. He be- 
lieves the most severe penalties should 
be demanded of the courts in these 
cases. It is a sad fact that the great 
proportion of the crimes coming to 
the attention of his officers are listed 
as sex crimes. In July 182 rapes were 
reported and 126 arrests were made. 

“The proportion of cases reported 
from other cities shows that Chicago 
is not alone in these sad circum- 
stances. The increase is_ universal. 


Women and girls take their virtue and 
their lives in their own hands when 
they venture out alone, particularly 
after dark. Even with other female 
companions they are not safe. At 
home behind locked doors they may 
be safe or not, as a recent crime in 
Chicago shows. A schoolteacher, alone 
in her apartment, was raped by a 
negro who entered her apartment un- 
noticed. 


“We wonder if some of this increase 
in crime may not be laid at the door 
of the flagrant styles in dress, or un- 
dress, prevailing today — garments 
that reveal the contours of the female 
form to a daring extent, shorts, scan- 
ties, and skirts above the knees. The 
latter, when sitting, leave little to the 
imagination, and the wearers are so 
brazen as to seem to care nothing at 
all. Women of such stupidity are as 
guilty of the sin of Cain as that man 
himself who asked, ‘Am I my brother’s 
keeper?’ 

“Paul’s description of the sins of the 
antediluvian worid and of Sodom is 
becoming very true of today. Lust in 
the hearts of the men of Sodom 
brought .the destruction, which was 
mete, for truly their sin against man- 
kind reached a climax in their at- 
tempted assault of the angels of God. 
As fire from heaven fell on Sodom 
and consumed it on the very day that 
Lot went out of Sodom, so shall the 
fire of the wrath of God smite the na- 
tions of the earth in the midst of their 
crimes and debauchery when the 
chosen ones are ‘caught up’ and out of 
this cesspool of iniquity.”

There seems to be ringing in my 
heart a text about which I want to 
speak, by the help of the Lord and 

the guidance of the Holy Ghost. 

Please turn to 2 Chron. 7:14, “If 
my people which are called by my 

F name, shall humble themselves, and 
i pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 

I just can’t help but shed tears as 
I read these words. After all, I read 
in St. John 11:35 where Jesus wept 
at the grave of Lazarus. Yes, Lazarus, 
whom Jesus loved, was dead; but the 
One to restore life to that poor life- 
less form was standing there beside 
the grave ready to give life to the one 


whom He loved so much. 

Dear one, if you are dead in sin, 
that same Jesus who restored Lazarus 
to life is here to give you everlasting 
life if you will do as our text says, 
“Turn from your wicked ways, and 
pray, and seek his face.” Glory to 
God! As I speak of this life everlast- 
ing which is promised to you if you 
will only accept it, I feel it flooding 
my soul. Hallelujah! 

Let us consider the conditions of this 
our day. The world is in a terrible 
condition. Our boys have died by the 
thousands to preserve our land and 
freedom. I have never been in that 
kind of a war but somehow as I lay 
on my bed at night, praying to God to 
spare our boys and to let peace pre- 
vail upon earth, I could imagine the 
-horrors of war. 

If I were to ask what caused this 
terrible war, no doubt some would say 
it was caused by politicians, or edu- 
cators, or statesmen, or bankers, or a 





host of others. But, beloved, let us 
face the truth of God’s Holy Word. He 
says to you and me, “Ye are the salt 








of the earth: but if the salt have lost 
his savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted?” I wonder if we could think 
back along our Christian pathway, 
and say, “Yes, there is where I lost 
that savour, that power, that over- 
flowing joy I had,” then fall down and 
tell Jesus all about it and let Him tell 
you what to do that you may have 
that joy of salvation restored. 

I think now of the prayer King 
Solomon prayed in 2 Chronicles, be- 
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ginning at verse 14. After God had 
made a promise unto David, He con- 
firmed it unto Solomon, David’s son, 
by raising him up to be king over Is- 
rael, God’s people. It was concerning 
the building of a house for His name. 
Now that it was ready, Solomon made 
a brazen scaffold, placed it in the 
midst of the court, upon it kneeled 
down before the congregation of peo- 
ple, raised both hands toward heaven, 
and prayed, “O Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee in the heav- 
en, nor in the earth; which keepest 
covenant, and shewest mercy unto thy 
servants, that walk before thee with 
all their hearts: Thou which hast kept 
with thy servant David my father that 
which thou hast promised him; and 
spakest with thy mouth, and hast 
fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is 
this day. Now therefore, O Lord God 
of Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast prom- 
ised him, saying, There shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit upon the 
throne of Israel; yet so that thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way to walk 
in my law, as thou hast walked before 
me. Now then, O Lord God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant David.” 
Then as Solomon caught a deeper vi- 
sion of the greatness of God, he ques- 
tioned, “But will God in very deed 
dwell with men on the earth? behold, 
heaven and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much less 
this house which I have built!” 


Oh yes, beloved ones, our God is a 
great God and greatly to be praised. 
Bless His dear name! But back to the 
prayer. He began to ask the Lord to 
have respect unto his prayer and sup- 
plications, and to keep his eye open 
unto or upon this house day and night, 
and not only did he ask that his 
prayer be heard but for Him to hear 
the prayers of all His people Israel, 
“and when thou hearest, forgive.” He 
began to lay the waywardness of man 
before the Lord, and said, “If a man 
sin against his neighbour, and an oath 
be laid upon him to make him swear, 
and the oath come before thine altar 
in this house; then bear thou from 
heaven, and do, and judge thy serv- 
ants, by requiting the wicked, by rec- 
ompensing his way upon his own 


head; and by justifying the righteous, 
by giving him according to his right- 
eousness.” And he kept on praying 
unto the God of heaven and of Israel 
and placing all before Him. In verse 28 
he told the Lord, “If there be dearth 
in the land, if there be pestilence, if 
there be blasting, or mildew, locusts, 
or caterpillers; if their enemies be- 
siege them in the cities of their land; 
whatsoever sore or whatsoever sickness 
there be: then what prayer or what 
supplication never shall be made of 
any man, or of all thy people Israel, 
when every one shall know his own 
sore and his own grief, and shall 
spread forth his hands in this house: 
then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive.” 

My friend, I wish I had space to go 
on with each verse of this great 
prayer, but I haven’t. Read it. You 
will find it in the sixth chapter of 2 
Chronicles. Consider verse 36. “If they 
Sin against thee, and thou be angry 
with them, and deliver them over be- 
fore their enemies, and they carry 
them away captives unto a land far 
off or near; yet if they bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they dre 
carried captive, and pray ... then 
hear thou from the heavens.” Yes, 
our text says to turn and pray and 
humble ourselves and seek His face, 
and when God’s people have done this 
Solomon asks God to hear from heav- 
en and forgive. 


I believe Solomon poured out his 
soul unto the Lord for the people of 
Israel. As he made an end of praying, 
something great took place. Glory to 
God! Fire came down from heaven 
and consumed the sacrifices that were 
made, just as it did for Elijah on Mt. 
Carmel. Not only did fire come down 
and consume the sacrifices but the 
glory of the Lord filled the house. 
Thanks be to God for what I can feel 
just now going all over me. We people 
of the great Church of God believe 
in praying through, getting saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and letting the glory of the 
Lord come down and fill our house. 
Then, beloved, we can have a revival 
in any town and no doubt the officers 
and others would become convicted and 
begin to help us out in praising our 
Lord. It could be just that way if the 
people of God would do as my text 
says, “If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive

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Steadfastness Is Our Profession « 


Text, 1 Tim. 6:12, “Fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunto thou art also called, and 
hast professed a good profession be- 
fore many witnesses.” 

To be steadfast means to be firmly 
fixed or established, constant or 
steady. If there ever was a time in our 
lives that we needed to be steadfast 
in our Christian experience, it is to- 
day. The devil is going about seeking 
the souls of men. He is transformed 
into an angel of light many times and 
people are deceived until their case is 
almost hopeless. It seems the very 
forces of hell are loose, working on 
the earth. Surely these are perilous 
times. Sinners’ hearts are hardened to 
the gospel message. If they come to 
church at all they sit through the 
service unconcerned, while the serv- 
ant of God is preaching his very best, 
under the anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, pouring out his very soul in 
behalf of lost mankind. Only once in 
a while, in many places, can you get 
one interested enough to go down to 
an altar of prayer to seek God. 

We see people who have one time 
had a bright experience with God, 
came to church, stiffen their hearts 
against God and fail to show any con- 
cern when approached by some Chris- 
tian who is interested in their souls. 
There is a spiritual drowsiness among 
Christian people as never before. 
These things ought not to be. Those 
that profess to have victory seem to 
be at ease in Zion. I can hear the 
prophecy of Amos 6:1, “Woe to them 
that are at ease in Zion.” We are in- 
trusted to carry the gospel. Paul said, 
“Ye are living epistles.” Can it be 
that we, as Christians, have failed 
God? Let us bestir ourselves and 
awake to our duties. 

People are ready to give up in the 
fight against Satan. Little things 
come between them and God. We are 
reminded here of Jesus’ words in Luke 
21:34, “And take heed to yourselves, 
lest at any time your hearts be over- 
charged with surfeiting, and drunk- 
enness, and cares of this life, and so 
that day come upon you unawares.” 
Professing Christians are indulging in 
little “no harm” things and they will 
say, “I saw someone else do this.” 
They try to be like other people. This 
was Israel’s failure. They wanted to

be like other people. Some church 
members try to see how close they can 
get to the world and still get by. We 
may be able to get by now, but there 
is an all-seeing One looking on. We 
know it is impossible to love God if we 
love the world. 1 John 2:15 says, “Love 
not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world. If any man love the 
world the love of the Father is not in 
him.” 

In our scripture, Paul was writing 
to young Timothy, exhorting him to 
a continued life of steadfastness. 
Timothy had made a good profession. 
It had been before many witnesses. 
Paul warns him of the evil of loving 
money, telling him that some had 
erred from the faith and pierced 
themselves through with many 
sorrows in coveting after money. 
Timothy is urged to flee these things 
and to follow after righteousness, 
godliness, faith, love, patience, and 
meekness. He is urged to fight the 
good fight of faith and to lay hold on 
eternal life. 

Yes, we are in a spiritual warfare. 
We must fight in order to lay hold or 
possess eternal life. We must press our 
way against obstacles that-lie in the 
way. We need to flee lustful, worldly 


things and seek after God. We must 


lay hold on eternal life as we would 
grasp a valuable treasure, for indeed 
it is very valuable to us. Our profes- 
sion is the highest standard of Chris- 
tianity. We have to prove to the world 
we have a good possession by our 
testimony and practices. 
Steadfastness is exhibited by God in 
all His purposes and ways. James 1:17, 
“Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of lights, with whom 
is no variableness, neither shadow of 
turning.” God does not vary or waver; 
He is the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever. The wicked have no se- 
curity. Psa. 73:18, “Surely thou didst 
set them in slippery places: thou 
castedst them down into destruction.” 
But God’s people are assured of being 
secure. Psa. 112:7, “He shall not be 
afraid of evil tidings: his heart is 
fixed, trusting in the Lord.” Glory to 


God, our hearts are fixed if we belong 
to God! 

Before we can be steadfast we need 
to get on the right foundation. Matt. 
7:24, 25, “Therefore whosoever hear- 
eth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a 


rock: and the rain descended, and the @ 


floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell not: 
for it was founded upon a rock.” We 
must not only be a hearer of Jesus’ 
words, but a doer also. Jesus Christ is 
the only foundation. 1 Cor. 3:11, “For 
other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” 2 Tim. 2:19, “Nevertheless 
the foundation of God standeth sure, 
having this seal, the Lord knoweth 
them that are his.” Christ is an im- 
movable foundation. If we are in Him 
we cannot be moved, no matter how 
hard the trials and temptations may 
come. 

After we get on the right founda- 
tion, we are exhorted to be steadfast 
in our loyalty to God. 1 Cor. 15:58, 
“Therefore, my beloved brethren, be 
ye steadfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labor 
is not in vain in the Lord.” We see 
here a great exhortation; namely, that 
we should be steadfast or firm in the 
faith of the gospel that Christ died, for 
for our sins and that He arose the 
third day. We should be fixed in the 
faith of the gospel that Christ died for 
because Jesus lives His servants shall 
also live. Christians should be im- 
movable in their expectation of the 
great privilege of being raised incor- 


ruptible and immortal. Our hope of * 


the gospel is not vain but it is a solid 
hope built upon the sure foundation, 
purchased by our risen Savior. 

Gal. 5:1 says, “Stand fast therefore 
in the liberty wherewith Christ hath 
made us free, and be not entangled 
again with the yoke of bondage.” 
There is a possibility of falling from 
our steadfastness and so we need to 
stand firmly. 2 Peter 3:17, “Ye there- 
fore, beloved, seeing ye know these 
things before, beware lest ye also, be- 
ing led away with the error of the 
wicked, fall from your own steadfast- 


ness.” We need to beware of tne ® 


wicked and be sure to follow the lead- 
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ership of Christ. We need to be stead- 
fast in enduring hardships. James 
1:12, “Blessed is the man that endur- 


e shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised to 
them that love him.” We are in the 
world as a ship, tossed to and fro by 
storms of trial and temptation. Our 
gospel hope is our anchor. It is sure 
and steadfast. This anchor does not 
seek to fasten on the sands of this 
world but it enters in within the veil 

nd fastens there upon Christ. Christ 

s the anchor hold of the believer’s 
hope. Hope fastens upon His sacrifice, 
which is much more than an animal 
sacrifice. When the animals were 
sacrificed there was a remembrance 
made again every year of sin, but 
when Christ died for sin, He offered 
Himself once and for all, and there 
was no need of any other sacrifice. 

We need to be steadfast in perse- 
vering to the end. There are some who 
will start on the road to heaven, but 
when trials come they give up and 
quit. Job said, 17:9, “The righteous 
also shall hold on his way and he 
that hath clean hands shall be 
stronger and stronger.” Those that 
promise fair but do not persevere and 
perform, will be justly upbraided. Je- 
sus said in John 15:9, “As the Father 
hath loved me so have I loved you, 
continue ye in my love.” 

Steadfastness is secured by the 
power of God. Jude 24, “Now unto him 
that is able to keep you from falling, 
and to present you faultless before 
the presence of his glory, with exceed- 
ing joy.” The power of God is able to 
keep us from falling. As long as we 
stay in touch with the powerhouse we 
will have sufficient power to remain 
steadfast. In Col. 2:6-10 Paul says, “As 
ye have therefore received Christ Je- 
sus the Lord, so walk ye in him: root-

in the faith, as ye have been taught, 
abounding therein with thanksgiving. 
Beware lest any man _ spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ. For in him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the godhead bodily. And ye 
are complete in him, which is the 
head of all principality and power.” 
Thus we see we can be firm in the 
faith by being rooted in Christ. 

We can be steadfast by trusting in 
God. Psa. 125:1, “They that trust in 
the Lord shall be as mount Zion, 
which cannot be removed, but abideth 
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forever.” The reason some people are 
so changeable, they are trusting in 
man more than they are trusting in 
God. Surely we need to trust God who 
has brought us out of the darkness of 
sin into the light of His love. We 
can be steadfast by the intercession 
of Christ. Christ came to the world as 
a little babe, born in Bethlehem’s 
manger. He was made flesh and dwelt 
among us. Christ was tempted in all 
points like as we are, yet He was with- 
out sin. We read that when Christ 
arose, He ascended to the Father and 
today is at the right hand of God in- 
terceding for the saints. Thank God! 
Think about a Savior like that. He is 
there pleading our case to the Father, 
speaking in our behalf. He is the Door 
by which we have access to the Fath- 
er. He is able to uphold those that are 
tempted. 

Christ is an example of steadfast- 
ness for us. When the time came for 
Him to be offered up He steadfastly 
set His face to go to Jerusalem. The 
cross did not come as a surprise to 
Him, but it was before Him 
from all eternity. Jesus endured the 
cross, He hung there and died to 
purchase our redemption. He was as 
a Jamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. Christ came to the world in 
obedience to the Father and He did 
the Father’s will while living on the 
earth. When He came forth from the 
tomb that day in Joseph’s garden, He 
had conquered death, hell, and the 
grave. He overcame the world for us, 
thus making it possible for us to 
overcome. 

Jesus said, “Greater is he that 1s in 
you than he that is in the world.” If 
we have the indwelling of the Holy 
Ghost we can be steadfast. We are 
commanded to be filled with the Spir- 
it. Jesus promised to send the Holy 
Ghost who would guide usinto all 
truth. As long as we are under His 
guidance we can be steadfast. 

I think about Job in all his troubles 
and affliction, he remained true to 
God. He said, “My foot hath held his 
steps, his way have I kept and not 
declined.” Thank God, he was cling- 
ing to the sure foundation. Even when 
his wife told him to curse God and 
die, he told her she talked as a fool- 
ish woman, and he remained firm 
with God. Job said, “Though he slay 
me yet will I trust him.” Praise God 
for a salvation like that. 

Peter and John were once going to 
the temple at the hour of prayer. At 
the gate of the temple lay a man, 


lame from his mother’s womb, who 
asked alms of Peter and John. Peter 
told him he had no silver or gold, but 
said, “Such as I have give I thee.” 
Then he commanded him in the name 
of Jesus to rise up and walk. The man 
was instantly healed and began prais- 
ing God. This healing caused such a 
stir among the religious leaders that 
they arrested John and Peter and 
commanded them not to teach or 
speak in the name of Jesus any more. 
Acts 4:19, 20, “But Peter and John 
answered and said unto them, 
Whether it be right in the sight of 
God to hearken unto you more than 
unto Go4, judge ye. For we cannot but 
speak the things which we have seen 
and heard.” This is a great example 
to us to be steadfast in our loyalty to 
God even amid terrible persecution. 

Stephen, that great man of God, was 
filled with the Holy Ghost and when 
his enemies stoned him to death, he 
prayed that this sin would not be laid 
to their charge. We are told that his 
face shone as an angel’s face. He re- 
mained steadfast to the end. 

Paul, in penning his farewell letter 
to Timothy, said, “I am now ready to 
be offered, and the time of my depar- 
ture is at hand; I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith.” He remained 
true to God even though Nero’s block 
was staring him in the face, for he 
could see beyond Nero’s block to the 
crown of righteousness that was laid 
up for him. 

Friends, let’s be steadfast in our 
profession of Christ, for there is a 
reward for those that remain loyal to 
the end. May God bless you all.

“Ye did run well; who did hinder 
you that ye should not obey the 
truth?” Gal. 5:7. 


“You were doing splendidly, who was 
it prevented you from obeying the 
truth,”—Moffatt. 


I feel led to write concerning the 
various hindrances of the saints. This 
letter was not addressed to any one 
particular church but to a group of 
churches. “... unto the churches of 
Galatia,” Gal. 1:2. Paul is praising the 
saints for having run well, then re- 
bukes them for not obeying the truth. 
Gal. 3:1, “O foolish Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth.” It is a source of 
much pleasure to any pastor in the 
Church of God to know that all the 
saints are running well. Some church 
members are too busy running about 
from place to place to run well. There 
is just one road to run on, that is the 
great highway of holiness, and when 
we get off this road we are hindered. 


In my eleven years’ experience in 
serving the Lord, I have found that 
the Christian race is by no means 
easy. A lazy person will not run very 
long. He soon gives up and then sits 
down and tries to hinder others who 
have started in the race. Some run 
too fast at the outset, especially when 
a revival is going on, but by the time 
the revival is over and the evangelist 
is gone they never run any more. They 
seem to be out of breath. I heard of 
the Indian maxim that it is better 
to walk than to run, better to stand 
than walk, better to sit than to stand, 
and better to lie than to sit. 


First, let us try to find out who has 
hindered us in our race. We want to 
use the text in reference to hindered. 
Saints, how sad it is to see people who 
one time had the victory and were 
running this race with patience, but 
today we see them hindered or off the 
road. The first thing that hindered the 
Galatians was a class of preachers. I do 
not know what kind they were but they 
were leading the people from Christ 
and the true gospel into another gos- 
pel that Paul said was not another. 
Gal. 1:6, 7, “I marvel that ye are so 
soon removed from him that called 
you into the grace of Christ unto an- 
other gospel: which is not another; 
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but there be some that trouble you, 
and would pervert the gospel of 
Christ.” Yes, the Galatians had some 
preachers that hindered them and 
caused them trouble and when trou- 
ble begins in the pulpit you can expect 
trouble among the saints. I may never 
be popular as far as this world is con- 
cerned but I firmly believe if preach- 
ers would preach like John the Bap- 
tist, when he exposed old Herod, that 
old slimy adulterer, for living with 
his brother’s wife; or like the Son of 
God preached, for He feared no man, 
we would have great progress in the 
Church, just as they did in the early 
Church. Look how the churches were 
established, Acts 16:5, “And so were 
the churches established in the faith, 
and increased in number daily.” They 
were running well in those days. 

I want to use a few things to show 
that we have been hindered. Jesus said 
in John 13:35, “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples if ye 
have love one to another.” Some 
Christians are not as loving as they 
once were. Think of those days when 
the saints would greet one another 
with that holy kiss and shout and 
cry, “Praise the Lord.” I don’t say that 
the church as a whole has been hin- 
dered like this but some have. I have 
seen people who have actually left the 
old faith that Jude 3 speaks of, “Be- 
loved, when I gave all diligence to 
write unto you of the common salva- 
tion, it was needful for me to write 
unto you, and exhort you that ye 
should earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once delivered unto the 
saints. So many today don’t trust Him 
for their healing. The doctrine of di- 
vine healing is becoming a thing of 
the past to many because we are not 


preaching it today like we once did. 
Jesus gave the command to His apos- 
tles to heal the sick. Hallelujah! The 
writer has preached and practised this 
doctrine since June 28, 1936. We ar 
hindered when we take down and give 
up the old faith for some modern 
opinions. We are also hindered when 
we lose our first joy. Some have lost 
the joy of their salvation. Thank God 
for that joy that comes in when one 
really prays through. There are those 
that say the world is a hindrance to 
them when at the same time they 
try to keep up with every style and 
fashion, dress like worldly people, and 
fix their hair just like worldly people. 
If you are hindered by the world, then 
why are you so much in it? Come out 
from among them and be ye separate. 
Mend your way and do not hinder 
your own soul. Your loss has been 
great already. You could have been by 
this time far on the road. You say, 
“But, preacher, I am going to do bet- 
ter.” Listen, the natural tendency of 
every person will be to slacken still 
more. 

In closing I will give you a sailor’s 
remarks about the undercurrent: “We 
thought we had gained sixty miles 
one day, in our course; but at the next 
observation we found we had lost more 
than thirty. It was an undercurrent. 
The ship had been going forward by 
wind but going back by the current.” 
We had better watch the “spiritual 
undercurrent.” We can take large 
numbers into the Church and think 
we are going forward by leaps and 
bounds, but when we have a check-up 
we may find that the “undercurrent” 
has gotten many of our people. I know 
a number of churches that have drug 
along with forty-five or fifty mem- 
bers when if all that had been turned 
out had been kept they woul have 
around two or three hundred mem- 
bers. So we see backsliders can hinder 
our progress. May the Lord richly 
bless us all in our work for Him, and 
give us spiritual strength to press on.
